Ot! Your Boots and Shoes. | 


The efficacy of oiling depends much 
upon the way in which itis done. In the 
eveniny brush the shoe clean, and then 
wash it with inkewarm: Water, rather to 
moisten than to cleimit. Metit where it 
will dry siowly It shonld not be per- 
fectly dry the next morning, when the 
oil is applied, but feel damp, not wet, 
however. The best mixture for oiling 
shoes is made of one-half of neat’s-foot 
oil—be sure you get the genuine article 
one-third beef tallow, and one-sixth cas 
tor ol! Mix thoroughly over a gentie 
heat. Depend upon the rubbing rather 
than the heat to get the oil in —t ex- 
press it differently, two parts of rubbing 
to one of heat. Hf the shoes are pecued, 
as farmers shoes usuaily are, aud always 
should be, getthe oi] in well between 
the uppers and the sole; it will prevent 
the sole pulling loose, or the leather 
breaking away from the pegs. Shoes 
worn at farm work should be onled at 
least once a week  [t requires only a 
few minutes ts do the work, and i i 
decided|y protitable labo:

I 
may admit that the temptation te think 
in bed is often ditticult to resist. especially 
by brain workers; but these pereens 
ought to bear in mind that, bw siving 
Way teit, they are positively weakening 
their brain and nerve pewer, and remles 
ing themselves less capable of tykine a 
solid stand in the every-day bartle of life.
